Early Labor Questions in England. 


Previous to the middle ot the four- 


teenth century, whatever improvement 
threre may Imve been m the condition of 
the Kuelish. laborer was so griulnul fts to 
attract no notice, or at least to create BO 
alarm. But after the Black Death, stich 
was the demand for labor and the scar- 
city of laborers insisted on a decided ml- 
vauceofw.Kes. TMsalarmcdthegentry, 
who thought they i hcmselvca v.-ero most 
likely to suffer in the long rnn; and ao- 
cordiuclv i«'ts ot f'nrliarm-nt were passed 
to pnnish the insolence of the laboreis 
who asked more wagca after the jilamie 
tlmu they were accustomed to rect-ive be- 
fore. An act of Kichixnl II. states the 
object of such hgiblation with plen-niK 
frankness: "Because that scivants and 
laborers will not, nor by a long season 
would serve and labor without outuigc- 
oiis and excessive hire, and much more 
(him hath be.-nRiviii to such servants 
and laborers in any time past, so that for 
the d.-arness of the said servants and la-1 
borers the hu-O.ands and laud-tenants 
cannot mv their rents, nor hardly live 
upon their lands, to the giLMt damage and 
loss as well of the lords in all the com- 
mons." The principle of tb.it stature- 
that it was a crime for a workman to 
seek higher wages—continued the -et- 
tled policy of our Legislators for more 
than four" hundred ye.irs, and even BO 
late as 17iO an act was passed to keep 
down the wage-, of the tailors of London 
and Westminister. Any master who gave 
more than was allowed by the act w.is 
liable t o n fine of £.'.. every workman 
who asked more was to be imprisoned 
for two months.

from a rrm.uk that fell from Lord Ken- 
VOH ill 1'flO on i. trial that took place-be- 
fore him i-f some j.inrnL'yrnen shoemakers 
for con«p ring tog' therto -isk nn increase 
of wa"i s, it was urged in Ihur defense 
that mai.y of thu masters in Ihe same 
town hud voluntarily raised tin wngi s 
of thur voikiin-n, and theie could be 
uothin™ mm as inal-1" ill askim- the other 
masters to do likewise. Lord K.mon 
said these more liberal masUrs ought to 
lie cautious of conducting themselves 111 
that way. as they are as liable to an indict- 
ment for conspiracy a^ tin- workmen, and 
there was a case \vli.-re a master, from 
showing too great indulgence to

in spiiugs and streams, nnd, as a conse- 
quence of all these, is more exempt from 
great nndsiidden fluctuations in teiupera- 
tme, 
from late frosts in Spring and 


cai'ly f.osts in the fall. 
Thus Egypt, from the earliest periods 


nf history.'has been spoken of as a rain- 
less region : but since Muhomet AH has 
made his immense plantations of trees, 
showers h.xvo become frequent. The 
controlling influence of forests over rain- 
falls is also shown by the fact that coun- 
tlies once supplied with forests, and 
ha\ ing nl und.uit rains and immunity 
from Frost, their forests having beuules- 
troyed, have been scourged by drought 
and frost till the forests were restored, 
whc-n they once more became fruitful: 
or, if the inhabitants would not restore 
their protecting forests, the stern hand 
of famine threatened to wipe out a race 
(hut would not rcveieneethe order of na- 
ture. 
Thus the Cape de Verde Islands, so 


named from their greenness, have been 
stripped of their forests by their improv- 
ident inhabitants, since which time they 
suffer terribly from periodical droughts, 
sonii times no rain falling for tluee yeais 
at a lime, and 30,000 inhabitants, or one- 
third of the population, have perished. 
Thus famine cuts down the protecting 
trees. It IMS been proposed to replant 
the forests, yet such is the ignorance 
and indolence of th,- inhabitants, that 
little has been done towards restoration, 
and it is pioViiiblc that the entire1 race 
miy be cut off, t-i be replaced Ivy those
